easily explained. Whenever by any 
chnnce one of the white, good tasting but- 
tpr3k-s came to .any dejrree resemble th* 
disagreeable kind it would stand so much 
better chance of escapiaj: destruction and 
living to rK-Tpeniate its kind. And tho*e 
white butterflies which most closely re- 
sembled the colored kind would gradually 
increase until in the course of evolution, 
tbe two species would have substantially 
the same appearance. Such at least very * 
roughly is the theory now generally ac- 
cepted by biologists. 


There have been found, however, cases 


of mimicry by species of butterflies which 
were just as distasteful to birds as the 
kind they mimicked. Here the explana- 
tion was not so easy. 
Apparently on* 


kind was as well protected as the other. 
The best hypothesis is that of Fritz M.nl- 
ler. who argued that the advantage gain- 
ed when two species of insects equally 
distasteful to their enemies imitate each 
other is that the young of the enemies do 
not have the experiment with more than 
one species to avoid both. A young bird 
having tssted a caterpillar of one obnox- 
ious class would not need to learn to let 
alone a caterpillar of the other class, pro- 
viding both looked alike to him. 
It was along this line that Profe«or 


Morgan made his experiment. He took 
strips of orange and black paper and 
pasted them beneath glass slips on which 
was placed meal moistened with quinine. 
On other plain slips meal moistened with 
water was placed. 
Some chick* wei» 


then allowed to test both kiads. They 
were not long in learning to refuse tbe 
bitter meal. Then they were offered some 
cinnabar caterpillars, a species they had 
never seen, but which has black and or- 
ange bands very similar to the glacs slips 
with the quinine flavored meaL With, 
two exceptions the chickens refuaed th* 
caterpillars. 
Other birds have to learn 


by experience that these caterpillars make 
particularly unpleasant mouthfuls.

The difficulty formerly experienced with 


watches hy those who have to work 
around or in contact with electrical ma- 
chinery is pretty much a thins of the 
past. The inexpensive watch incased in 
what is known as '"gun metal" is said to 
be magnetism proof. 


Gun metal, by the way, is a trad* 


name which is chieSy useful in giving a 
fictitious value to a very cheap material. 
It is soft steel stamped into shape and 
treated by the Bower-Barff process, 
which forms on the surface a film of 
magnetic oxide tFe 3 O 4), which, being 
nn oxide incapable of absorbing more ox- 
ygen, is permanent and does not permit 
the formation of red rust. This ao called 
gun metal has been extensively caed py^ 
watchmakers of late because it sarves to 
insulate the workiajr parts of the watch 
mechanism. In such watches the only 
part liable to become magnetized ia the 
mainspring, find if no other part can be 
affected this does very little harm. This 
is the type of cheap watch made for mo- 
tormen and conductors on electric rail- 
ways. 


An old style watch with steel works 


and silver or gold case trill not run cor- 
rectly for one trip on an electric car. Va- 
riations of tratcbes once confused the 
time schedules seriously, but it is no lon- 
ger a difficulty. Gettias watches "demag-
